WASHINGTON, July 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} A message from the Presi- 
dent was received by the Senate today veto- 
ing the bill granting a pension to Mary 
Anne Doherty. The President shows the 
bad character of the woman, and that the 
husband on account of whose death the pen- 
sion was desired is alive and is himself 
drawing a pension. The President says 
that he would yield te no man in his desire 
to see those who defended the Government 
liberally treated, but the pension list should 


-be a roll of honor and not a matter of in- 


discriminate alms-giving. The President 
refers to the large number of special pen- 
sion bills before him, and says: 

“lt would be well if all our general pen- 
sion laws could be revised, with aview to 
meeting every meritorious case. In the ab- 
sence of such revision, and if pensions are 
to be granted upon equitable grounds and 
without regard to the general laws, the 
present methods would be_ greatly im- 
proved by the establishment of some tribu- 
nal to examine inte the facts in every case, 
— determine upon the merits of the appli- 
cation.” 

The President also returned, without his 
approval, the Senate bill to grant a pension 
to J. B. Morton of Nebraska, as dependent 
father of Calvin Morton, who claimed that 
his son was killed in battle with Indians 
in the Custer . The. President 


says: 
His name does not yong in any record 
of soldiers engaged in that battle, and, con- 
sidering the list of casualties ne na | that 
battle, the death of the son of the bene ciary 
is far from being satisfactorily ustablished.” 
The Senate bill to pension Polly H. Smith, 
widow of Lieut.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON ), July 5.—[By tbe 
Associated Press.| Senate.—Tie onier- 
ence report on the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation Bill was presented and ex- 
plained in detail by Mr. Plumb. On one 
point the committee had been unable to 
agree. That was the item inserted by the 
Senator making an appropriation of 
$100,000 for continuing experiments in the 
manufacture of sugar from sorghum, The 
work heretofore carried on in that direction 
had been of the greatest possible value. 
Very. great progress had ‘been made, so 
great, in fact, that there were today erected 
and in process of erection in Kansas four 
large sugar factories, having an aggregate 
capacity of 5,000,000 pounds, and it was 
contidently believed that the result of that 
work would still further develope the fact 
that the United States could in a very short 
period of time supply all the sugar that its 
people consumed. 

The conference report was concurred in, 
and a further conference asked on the 
sorghum item. 

Mr. Cali offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, calling on the Secretary of the 
Interior for information as to the improper 
and unlawful selection of swamp and over- 
flowed lands. 

House.—Several unimportant bills were 
reported and referred, and the House then 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
bill for the settlement of claims of the State 
of Florida for expenses incurredin sup- 

ressing Indian hostilities. The morning 
cour having expired, the bill went over 
without action, and Mr. Holman called u 
the Senate Land Grant Forfeiture Bill 
with the amendment made by the House 
committee. 

Substitute amendments were offered as 
follows: By Mr. Stone of Missouri, to de- 
clare a complete forfeiture of the entire 
grant where a road was not completed in 
time; by Mr. Payson of Lilinois, represent- 
ing the minority of the committee, to con- 
fine torfeitures to lands opposite portions of 
road not now completed. 

Mr. Holman explained the nature of the 
proposition before the House coming from 
the committee, and pointed out the differ- 
ence in effect between it and the Senate 
bill. He said that the Senate bill would 
devlare a forfeiture of 5,627,436 acres, while 
the pending bill would work a forfeiture of 
54,323,996 acres subject to bona fide sales to 
settiers. He then went on at length to de- 
fend the course of the Democratic party in 
the matter of granting land to railroads. 

Mr. Payson of Lllinois deprecated what 
he described as Mr. Holman’s long political 
speech. After stating the general rules 
which had governed Congress in making 
grants, Mr. Payson declared that the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court had aftirmed 
the right of railroad companies to go on 
with the construction of their lines after 
the expiration of the date fixed in granting 
acts, in the absence of a prohibitory clause, 
and as fast as their road progressed and se- 
lections were made, to sell their lands. He 
was weary of waiting for years for ~ some- 
thing to be done. Here was an opportunity 
which should ve availed of. Sincé the last 
Congress the Northern Pacific had con- 
structed enough road to cloud the title of 
8,000,000 acres of land, and the process 
would go on, ubless the House accepted the 
Senate bill. 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas said that if the 
Senate, as constituted now, refused to pass 
the total forfeiture, the House should join 
issue and go to the country, which would 
elect a Senate to pass such a bill. 

Mr. Weaver of Lowa said that the roads 
had not complied with the terms of their 
grant, and never would. The people would 
be justified in reasserting their rights.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—jBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.|} Congressman Belmont, 
chairman of the House Committee on For- 


eign Affairs, which was instructed by reso- 
lution of the House to investigate the case 
of John Curtin Kent, a naturalized citizen 
of the United States, convicted in England 
of conspiring to murder by the use of dyna- 
mite, will submit its report tomorrow. It 
recites the history of the case in detail, ex- 
presses deep sympathy for Kent, and con- 
tinues as follows: 

**The fact that the naturalization of Kent 
was not known at the time of his trial to 
the American authorities is evidence of the 
propriety of the recommendation made by 
President Cleveland in his message of 1884, 
and repeated in 1885, in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a central bureau of decrees of 
naturalization granted by the various courts 
of the United States.” 

A REPORT ON ORES. 

Senator Edmunds presented to the Senate 
today the report of the Judiciary Committee 
on laws relating to the importation of lead 
in goldand silver ores. The Senate on 
June 11th adopted a resolution asking tho 
committee to investigate the subject of the 
importation, free of duty, of lead ore. The 
committee says that lead ore in its legal 
aud commercial sense is dutiabie at 1 
cents a pound, but from examination of the 
papers on the subject referred to the com- 
mittee, it appears that the question in- 
volved is an unportant one in what are 
known to the Treasury Department as 
gold or silver ores. In case of ores of this 
character the committee inclines to the 
opinion that when they contain more lead 
than gold or silver in quantity, but more 
gold or silver in value, the lead is not sub- 
ject to duty. Prior to the act of 1883 these 
ores were known as gold or silver ores, and 
it is to be assumed that Congress knew of 
this commercial interpretation when the 
law wassenacted. 

A MISSING PROTEST. 

The reported protest by Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Dickinson against the extension of 
the civil-service rule over employés of the 
railway mail service has excited consider- 
able interest in Washington, and numerous 

requests have been made fora copy of the 
letter. Diligent inquiry fails to establish 
the existence of any such letter.

WHAT TARE TRANSCONTINENTAL 
ASSOCIATION HAS DONE. 


Its Action Will Make Through Rates 
Higher and* Work Injury to Cali- 
fornia—Business on the Various 
Lines—Smail Talk. 


The last of the many people who came 
into the city from the surrounding towns to 
spend the “Glorious” went out yesterday, 
and consequently there was a heavy local 
travel on both the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific lines. Some of the visitors had im- 
bibed rather too freely, and there was some | 
trouble at the depots getting them off, but | 
aside from a few of these the big crowds 
were orderly, and happy with the rattling 
good time they had in the metropolis of the 
south, ‘There was also a big influx ot people 
from the seaside, who had gone down to 
the various watering places to spend the 
Fourth away from the heat and noise of the 
town. All the 
SEASIDE RESORTS 
were crowded. At Long Beach thére was 
an unusually large crowd, and among them 
were a good many people from the country, 
spending their holiday by the salt sea wave. 
ne of the visitors there tells a good story 
of how a party came down tothe beach in 
wagons to go in bathing. They were 
dressed in their ordinary clothing, and 
either from a desjre to save the two-bits 
necessary for the rental of a bathing suit, 
or from an innate modesty that would not 
sallow them to array themselves in the ab- 
breviated flannels, they made no change in 
their apparei, but dismounted from the 
wagons and marched boldly into the waves 
dressed even to collar and tie, and the 
women even to ribbon and bows. After 
spending a time in the water they-came out 
upon the hot sand and laid down 
IN THE SUN 
until their clothing was dry, and then 
clambered back into the wagons and struck 
out for home, They never knew that there 
were 150 people standing around and enjoy- 
ing their novel procedure with an astonish- 
ment not unmixed with mirth. 
Speaking of the cry generally raised of 
no business in railroud circles, an official 
said yesterday that much of the talk was 
mere bosh and the ple who had so much 
to say knew least about it. . 
‘*Taking the régords themselves,” he said, 
“one will find that there is really more 
business being done now by all the lines in 
both passenger and freight departments 
than was doing at this same time last year. 
There are dull seasons everywhere, and no- 
bedy could expect todo the same business | 
ALL THE YEAR ROUND, 
as was being done from the first of the 
year up to May, or during the time, for 
instance, when the newspapers were \alk- 
ing so much about the roads being block- 
adued with freight. The let-up in business 
has been of suwe benefit to the roads, inas- 
much asit, has enabled them to recover 
from tne ‘rush of the busy season, repair 
track, fit up rolling-stock, and obtain new 
equipment for the coming season. There 
is not a line in Southern California which 
will not be able to handle its work better 
during the coming season than it did last, 
and it is mainly due to the rush and the 
great trouble they were put to all last 
winter. But as for a gy in busi- 
ness, there is not half of it that people 
would have the generai public think. 
There is considerable talk in railroad cir- 
wy just now about the reputed actior of 
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TRANSCONTINENTAL ASSOCIATION, 
now in session, in adopting the western 
classification for through business. The 
freight men say that, should the report’ 
be true, the action will work untold injury 
to California business; because the western 
classification is higher than the transconti- 
nental, and the adoption of the former 
means a corresponding increase in freight 
rates. The policy thus far of the’ associa- 
tion has been to regulate local traflic by the 
western classification, and through business 
by the transcontinental. 
Speaking of the two classifications, the 
San Francisco Chronicle says: 
“The transcontinental is a ‘much more 
elaborate and detailed classigcation than 
the western, and was prepared specially by 
the association for ——~p traffic between 
Pacific Coast, Missouri River, Chicago and 
St. Louis common points. The western 
was prepared in 1583 and was first knowa 
as the joint western classification. It is 
used by all the lines west of Chicago for all 
characters of business. Its adoption means 
also that the railroads have again uni- 
mously decide? not to. sacrifice local to 
through business. The western rates arti- 
cles of nearly ali descriptions much higher 
than the transcontinental, and apart from 
any increase in the actual tariff implies a 
tremendous advance in rates. It will be 
severe on dry goods, hardware, 
urniture, etc., which are grouped in it un- 
der asingle head, while in the transconti- 
nental the various classes of these goods 
are segregated. under separate heads accord- 
ing to values. Hoop and bar iron, for in- 
stance, in the western are rated with more 
valuable articles in the fifth class, while in 
the transcontinental they are rated in the 
tenth. A bale of cotton piece goods in the 
ga takes the same rate as a case of 
silks, 
NEW TARIFF. 
“Tt is thought, however,that the new tariff, 
when issued, will be accompanied by a 
lengthy commodity list, which-will main- 
tain fair rates for Pacific Coast commodi- 
ties. Local railroad men have but little in- 
formation regarding the proceedings ef the 
association in Chicago, and are in a quan- 
dary as to what has been done there. All 
are unanimous in stating that the adoption 
of the western classification will be very 
disastrous to the jobbing interests of this 
city, as it will enable eastern merchants to 
ship on the same terms all California 
common points. If the Canadian Pacific 
were now out of the association it would 
have an admirable opportunity of obtaining 
a large business. The compliance of Chair- 
man 8 with the demands of the repre- 
sentative of that road for lower differen- 
tials was doubtless due to this fact, it being 
more important now than ever to preserve 
the integrity of the combination.” | 
GENERAL NOTES. 
Business to the Yosemite Valley is re- 
ported lively by the Southern Pacific 
officials. More people are visiting the 
beautiful valiey this year than ever before. 
The Southern Pacific has built their Ana- 
heim and Tustin line three-quarters of a 
mile through the town of ‘rustin. Smali as 
the move appears, it has some significance. 
The time will probably come when the 
Southern Pacific will extend this line to 
San Diego. There is no other route more 
practicable, and the putting of the ‘track 
clear through Tustin looks a3 though such a 
move was even now in contemplation, and 
when they start there will be io trouble in 
pies a right-of-way through Tustin.

DRUNKEN POLICEMEN. 


Have Two Members of the Police 
Commission Made Up Their Minds? 
The Police Commissioners met and ad- 
journed again, yesterday, without taking any 
action, so far as known, in regard to clean- 
ing out the police force. There wasa long 
executive session before the regular board 
meeting, but what transpired could not be 
learned, as the various members of the 
board declined to talk about what had 
transpired, but it is more than probable 
that some sort of a compromise was ef- 
fected by which the rottenness and corrup- 
tion existing could be further coverea up. 
AS an indication of om of this sort, 
an interview with Chief of Police Cuddy 
appeared in the Herald, yesterday oe 
in which that gentleman, who is usually 
very careful about his public utterances, 
forgets Limself, and puts.himself on record 
in a manner which will be likely to prove 
embarrassing when that public investiga- 
tion takes place, as it must some time, 
sooner or later, and the facts come to the 
surface. For instance, Mr. Cuddy says 
that he knows of no instance where an 
cer has been derelict in the discharge of 
his duty, and that he has never received 
a report from an} captain, sergeant or clerk 
censuring any member ofthe force. While 
this may be true, itisa matter of common 
report that the Captain has frequently re- 
ported mep, for drunkenness and other 
causes, and the sergeants, are aware of 
numerous whether they have re- 
ported them or not. Further than this, 
officers have been accused of drunkenness 
while on duty by brother officers, in the 
presence of the Chief himself, and nothing 
s been done about 4 the 
Sarees. Besides all this, itis known that 
the ard of Police Commissioners are 
in ssion of evidence which would 
justify removals, which has come to them 
through the officers, whose duty it is to re- 
port such ane nothing, has ever 
come of it. Mayor Workman has pe | 
put himself on public record, in this regard, 
as has Mr. Haompbreys, but somehow noth- 
ing ig ever-done toward remedying the 
abuses which are known to almost every 
member of the force. There is no way of 
finding out just where the fault lies, as all 
the business of this sort is transacted in 
secret session, and the impression is going 
around throughout the city that a public 
investigation of the whole matter should be 
held by the Council. This will throw 
some light on the matter, and give the 
people aw opportunity of finding out just 
where the members of the Police Board 
stand. Where there 1s so much smoke there 
must be more or less fire, and it is wrong to 
have good men, and there are plenty of 
them on the force, resting under a cloud, 
when the whole matter could be cleared up 
easily. There is either good ground for 
complaint, or there has been a vast dea! of 
lying, and the public are entitled to know 
which is the case. If twoof the members 
of the Poiice Commission have made up 
their minds to keep drunken officers on the 
police force, simply because the aforesaid 
drunken officers have Democratic influence 
in the siums of the city, then it is time for 
the people to know the names of the two 
commissioners, and Tae Times will see

The interval be- 
tween his drunken sprees became less ex- 
tended in length, till he became one of 
those men by whom society is afflicted—a 
cruel, drunken sot. | 
His wife, unable to bear up under such 
continued ill-treatment, separated from 
him, but, with repeated promises of amend- 
ment, he aroused within her the old affec- 
tion,and she, on condition that he reform, re- 
turned and lived with nim again. lt was all of 
noavail.

“HE YAQUIS. 


How Cajeme a His Band Were 
Fina Conquered. 
{San Diego Union.) 

“Bring in the Yaqui,” said Com- 
mandante Remirez of the Mexican 
man-of-war Democrata, lying in San 
Diego Harbor, yesterday. A Union 
reporter and a friend had, by invita- 
tion of the commandante, gone aboard, 
and after inspecting the vessel, wit- 
nessing @ skillful gun drill and other 
interesting maneuvers of the swarthy 
crew, were seated with the com- 
mandante and First. Engineer Leslie 
enjoying a good cigar and other hospi- 
talities of the courteous Mexican offi- 


bellion. ‘Yes, added the comman- 
dante, ‘‘that-is what I called him for, I 
wanted to tell you about Cajeme. You 
have heard of Cajeme, the great Yaqui 
chief, who made so much trouble and 
led the rebellion of the Yaqui nation 
ever since 1875 up to last’ year. We 
took the 250 men, women and children 
from, thé island of Ciaris and‘ landed 
‘them at Guaymas. *The Yaqins were 
still in'rebellion‘ against the Mexican 


til April, 1887. He was a great 


chief; a great warrior, brave 
Man -and a art ‘man, even if 
he was an Indian. He: 


fighting fer his feople and for his 
country, too, but. he made much 
troublé tothe Government. He had 


‘his own ideas of the rights of the 


Yaquis, and resisted every attempt to 


take possession of the land which be- 


longed to the Indians. He was peace- 
ful in every other way, and would al- 
-ways furnish an escort to take travelers 
through the Yaqui country, but no 


| stranger could stop or settle dewn in 


their territory. 6 wasa great gen- 
eral,'too, and drilled'the Indians until 
they were good soldiers. ‘They were 
devoted to him, and regarded him with 
great superstition, believing him to be 
invulnerable and immortal. He was a 
fine-looking man; tall and strong, with 
an intelligent face, full of character 
and strength. All of us on the Demo- 
crata could not ~e but respect him 
and admire him for his bravery and 
ability. We always treated him with 
the respect due to the great soldier,and 
regretted that it was necessary he 
should die in order to end the rebellion. 

He had been fighting the Government 
troops ever since 1875, but at last was 
almost compelled by hunger and lack 
of means to surrender. He had de- 
clared, however, that he would never 
yield, and he never did. On the 22d 
of April, 1887, it was discovered that 
Cajeme had taken refuge in the house 
of a friend about four miles from Guay- 


mas, and he was sur- 
rounded and captured the 
troops. The next day he was 


put aboard this ship, the Democrata, 
which was at Guaymas at the time, 
and I was instructed to convey and de- 
liver the prisoner to the military com- 
mander at the Yaqui River. Of course, 
we all knew that would be the last of 
poor ae for it was certain that 
the Indian rebellion could never be 
ut down entirely so long as the chief 
fived and was calling on the Yaquis to 
continue fighting. He was escorted 
by a company of soldiers’ to 
the Indian station ‘*Medano.”’ 
on the Yaqui River, and the offi- 
cial report was that he was shot by the 
soldiers while attempting to escape. 
His body was then carried by the sol- 
diers through the Indian country, a 
halt of one day being made at each of 
the principal Yaqui villages, and the 
body of the great chief, cold in death, 
was displayed to his followers to con- 
vince them that he could lead them to 
battle no more. They came in crowds, 
and refused to believe that their be- 
loved, immortal and _ invulnerable 
Cajeme could been siain. 
They called upon him, touched 
his body, and then turned away 
in tears, and crying ** Pauvre 
Cajeme, pauvre Cajeme,” they 
gave themselves up to grief and lamen- 
tation. Cajeme’s death, however 
ended the rebellion, and’ thereby all 
trouble with the Yaquis, for they had 
believed him invincible, invulnerable 
and immortal. When they saw him 
dead they lost all hope and all their 
spirit, so that during the past year 
they have been perfectly quiet. His 
death, however, was regretted by all 
who knew him personally, for he was a 
man to command respect and admira- 
tion. In Guaymas there are none to- 
day who do not say: ‘“‘Pauvre Cajeme, 
pauvre Cajeme.”’

Ever Deeper in the Mire. 


It 1s generally understood that the 
Democratic party is the enemy of 
virtue, sobriety, temperance and moral- 
ity, but itis not often that a Democratic 
organ comes to the front with an ad- 
mission of that fact in such plain, un- 
mistakable terms as we find in the 
Herald yesterday. 

Our Bourbon contemporary, which 
positively refuses to face the main is- 
sue of the campaign—free trade versus 
protection—and which has apparently 
relinquished its attempt to create 2 
prejudice against the Republican nomi- 
nee because he had a grandfather, has 
fastened upon the resolutions of the 
Republican platform, expressing sym- 
pathy with the cardinal virtues men- 
tioned above as a red rag, which is 
likely to goad the sin-soaked members 
of its party to angry desperation. In 
this simple declaration: 


“The first concern of ll government i 
the virtue and sobriety of the people, an 
the purity of the home. The Republican 
paity cordially Re ny with all wise 
and well-direc efforts for the promotion 
of temperance and morality.” 


the Herald finds “the very quintes- 
sence of sumptuary law.’’ The man 
who can find anything so terrible in 
this resolution would probably see 
shakes on very slight provocation. 
How would the Herald have it read ? 
Prebably as follows: 


“The Government should not concern 
itself with the virtue and sobriety of the 
people, and the purity of the home. The 
Democratic party has no sympathy with 
any efforts for the promotion of temperance 
and morality.” 


That we do not exaggerate or mis- 
represent the position of the Herald 
may be seenx.from a perusal of the fol- 
lowing paragraph, which it uses as a 
text for its column editorial: 


“What then is there objectionable in the 
resolution and in the policy which dictates 
it. This—that it is subversive of the most 
vital, essential and elementary of all the 

rinciples on which our Government is 

sed. We make the statement boldly that 
the very converse of the proposition is the 
truth, and that in its every word and 
syllable the resolution is faise. lt is no 
concerp at all of this Government whether 
the citizen be virtuous or not, or sober or 
not. The Government has no right to in- 
terfere with any citizen’s morality, nor with 
any citizen’s immorality. Morality is no 
concern of this Government.” 


This means that the Herald objects 
to interference by the Government 
with polygamy, or with the sending of 
obscene matter through the mails, or 
with any of the other thousand and 
one forms in which the degraded side 
of humanity seeks to make itself felt. 
This means that, were the Herald pub- 
lished in England, it would have indig- 
nantly oppesed the action of the 
English Parliament—forced upon it by 
an outraged public opinion—in raising 
the age of eonsent and thus compelling 
wealthy libertines to restrict the in- 
dulgence of their lust. This means 
that the Herald deliberately arrays the 
Democratic party on the side of lawless 
vice and against the purity of the 
home. 

We welcome the challenge and trust 
that our contemporary will not seek to 
shuffle out of this issue, as it does 
trom that of the tariff. ‘Free Trade, 
Free Love and Free Liquor” will suit 
the Republicans very well as a Demo- 
cratic war-cry and will give a double 
meaning to our motto: ‘*Protection for 
American Homes.’’ 


» Making the Desert Blossom. 


_We have frequently referred to the 
immense advantages which would ac- 
crue to the western portion of the 
United States if the Federal Govern- 
ment would devote a comparatively 
trifling sum from its superabundant 
surplus to the purpose of bringing 
water upon the great expanse of dry 
country, wrongly termed deserts, 
which are now only inhabited by the 
jack-rabbit, the coyote, the horned 
toad and the lizard. It looks now as if 
there was a chance that a definite step 
would be taken in this direction and a 
beginning made in one of the most im- 
portant measures that has engaged the 
attention of the Government since the 
war. It is difficult to conceive of any 
more desirable or appropriate end to 
which the surplus income of the Gov- 
ment could be applied. Land is the 
basis of all wealth, and the rendering 
fertile of land which is now barren has 
always been regarded as one of the 
noblest works in which governments 
can engage. Such expenditure yields 
tne country a rich return, not only 
benefiting those who make homes and 
rear families on tke once desolate 
land but adding largely to the general 
wealth and prosperity of the country, 
to its productive capacity, to its tax- 
paying capabilities, to its power at 
home and its influence oad, | 

Maj. Powell, of the United States 
Geological Survey, has submitted to 
Congress a scheme for damming the 
tributaries of the Missouri and Missis- 


sippi, in order to store their waters for with her son, K. 1. Parrott. 


the irrigation of the immense body of 
arid lands lying east of the Rocky 
Mountains. The estimate for the cost 
of beginning the works is $250,000. 
The arid lands of the United States 
embrace an area of 1,300,000 square 
miles, or more than one-third of the 
entire area of the United States. Maj. 
Powell believes that about 1,000,000 
Square miles of these ‘deserts’? may 
be ultimately converted into fertile 
farming lands through irrigation 
by which means the value of the lands 
thus reclaimed, would be raised from 
$1.25 an acre, their present value, to at 
least $30 an acre. All this would take 
considerable time, but Maj. Powell 
gives it as his opinion that 150,000 
square miles could be reclaimed within 
avery short time. What this means 
may be better realized from the 
statement that it would furnish 
2,400,000 homes of 40 acres each 
~which is more than enough 
ot level irriguble land—and, reckoning 
on the usual basis of five to a family, 
would support 12,000,000 _ people. 
In monetary value, calculating only on 
the low rate of $30 an acre 
for the bare land and nothing for im- 
provements, the reclamation of 150,000 
square miles of this desert region would 
add $3,000,000,000 to the money value 
of the national domain—a sum nearly 
three times as great as the national 
debt. Yet this is Snly about one-sev- 
enth of the area which Maj. Powell 
believes may be ultimately converted 
into fertile farming lands by means of 
irrigation. These now arid regions 
could therefore—on the liberal basis of 
forty acres to each family and not al- 
lowing anything for the cities and 
factories which would grow up to sup- 
ply the needs of such a population— 
support more people than there are at 
present in the United States. Surely, 
so great a scheme is worthy of the most 
careful attention and generous support 
ofa great government! If so much 
praise is due to him who makes two 
blades of grass grow where one grew 
before, what shall be said of the guv- 
ernment which transforms an arid 
waste into happy homes for millions of, 
citizens? 

The method proposed by Maj. Powell 
for the accomplishment of this great 
undertaking is to dam the waters’ 
which ordinarily flow into the ocean 
through the Missouri and its tributa- 
ries and through tue Arkansas, the 
Red, the Rio Grande, the Colorado, the 
Sacramento and the Columbia rivers, 
at their fountain heads, and store 
the water in a chain of immense reser- 
voirs extending from the Canadian to 
the Mexican borders. This method is as 
old as the history of the world. The 
time estimated as necessary to lay out 
the groundwork of this ,enormous 
undertaking is two years. The pro- 
ject is perfectly feasible, and the ex- 
pense would be very small in propor- 
tion to the value of the land reclaimed, \ 
Nature having plentifully furnished 
solid-rock cafions as the basis upon 
which the reservoirs would be built. 

The benefits of this great scheme 
would not be confined to the arid re-- 
gions upon which the life-giving fluid 
would be conducted. The storing of 
the water of the Missouri and its afflu- 
euts would diminish the volume of 
that tlood of the lower Mississippi 
which is so destructive in the heart of 
the farming season. The filling-up of 
the channel of that great river would 
also be much lessened. Maj. Powell 
Says: 

“With abolition of great Missouri floods 
the sedimentary load of the lower Missis- 
sippi would be diminished, and the scour- 
ing power of the less loaded floods from the 
Ohio and the upper Mississippi would 
establish for the lower Mississippi a 
lower grade and a deeper channel. For 
every acre reclaimed to agriculture in Mon- 
tana, another acre will be reclaimed in 
Louisiana; and, in general, all lands re- 
deemed by irrigation on the great plains 


will be equaled by the lands redeemed from 


floods in the great valley of the lower Mis- 
sissippi.”

Arrested, 


Charged with Attempting to Wreck 
the Railway’s Property. 


The “(.” Officials Claim to Havé Dis- 
covered a Big Conspiracy. 


Other Eastern News—A Series of Terrible Storms— 
Many Persons Killed by Lichtning, and 
Great Damage Done—T ragic 
Affair at Niagara,

Cuicaco, July 5—|By the Associated 
Press.} Thomas T. Broderick and J. 
Bowles, members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, anda man named 
Wilson, were arrested on a Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy Railroad train near 
Aurora this dfternoon. They had dyna- 
mite in their possession, and are charged 
with conspiring to destroy the company’s 
property. They are in the County Jail, 
each under bonds for $5000. It is stated 
tba: the Burlington Company has had a 
large force of detectives for some time 
watehing the movements of the strikers. It 
was discovered that dynamite was used in 
several unsuccessful attempts to wreck 
trains within the past month. 

The officials of the road state that positive 
information was received that today was 
the day chvsen for an attack on the com- 
pany’spropverty. The officials are reticent 
regarding the sources of their information, 
but the plot is known to them, and they ad- 
mit that, beside the definite plan to blow up 
trains upon the tracks, by means of dyna- 
nite cartridges, it included, probably, an 
attack upon depot property and the magnif- 
icent office buildings here. The officials 
Say that had the danger not been so immi- 
nent, they would have allowed the conspir- 
atorstogo on and: criminate themselves 
further, but the plot had reached a stage 
where it was necessary to take decisive 
steps to prevent great destruction of prop- 
erty, not to say loss of life. 

When the men were arrested today one 
of them took from his pocket a letter and 
threw itout of the window. The train was 
stopped And the letter found. It is now in 
the bands of District Attorney Ewing.. He 
refuses to reveal the contegts, but General 
Manager Stone intimated “that it gave im- 
portant information regarding the plot. The 
men appeared at agitated when ar- 
rested and arraigned in the United States 
Commnissioner’s office here, and demanded 
‘that Chairmar Hoge be sent for. When he 
arrived they recognized him at once, but he 
‘Claimed not to know them. 

Thedetectives found on the seat in the 
train when they arrested the three men 
several sticks of dynamite, and on opening 
a vaiise, found a number of dynamite car- 
tridges. The men disclaim all knowledge 
of this property, and say it does not belong 
tothem. Une of them was very much agi- 
tated, while the others were more com- 


posed. Neither of the three would tell 
their place of residence. They have been 
travelumg about the “Q.” system for some 


weeks. 

District Attorney Ewing arraigned the 
men under section 5253, United States Re- 
vised Statutes, which relates to the carrying 
of high explosives on passenger trains. It 
iS #tupposed that this charge is brought 
temporarily until the “Q.”’ officials can per- 
fect their case. Commissioner Hoyne held 
them in $5000 bonds each for examination 
on the 13th. Hoge and Vice-Grand Master 
Hatnahan,.of the Firemen’s Brotherhood 
‘informed the men that they could do noth- 
ing for them tonight, and they were sent to

General Manager Stone of the Burling- 
ton, when interviewed, would not tell more 
than whai is given above, but said that he 
believe#that high officials of the brother- 
hood are connected with the conspiracy. 

“1 don’t know any of those men,” said 
Chairman Hoge toa reporter. ‘““‘They may 
be members of the brotherhood.

HEAVY STOKMS. 


Lightning, Wind and Rain Cause 
Much Mischief. 

Des Motnes (Iowa), July 5.—[By the. 
Associated Press.] Reports from different 
parts of the State show that last night’s 
storm was. heavy and severe.

Yesterday 
the Western Union Nad virtually remedied 
the trouble, when last evening the storms 
seem to have broken out with redoubled 
fury and played havoc over the entire West. 

AN IOWA CYCLONE. 

CHICAGO, July 5.—A @imes special from 
Mason City, lowa, says: A terribly de- 
vastating cyclone swept down yesterday 
a number ef towns on the Chicago, 

ilwaukee and St. Paul Railroad, and it is 
inpossible at present to estimate the dam- 
age done.

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The American Party Blows 
Its Whistle, 


And Chooses Delegates to an Imagin- 
ary National Convention. 


Mayor Hewitt Invited to Be Its Presi- 
dential Candidate. 


Other Political News—The Enatbasiasm for Harri- 
son and Morton Swerping the Country 
Like Wiitfice—Doings of the De- 
mocracy at Baltimore.

San Francisco, July 5, — [Special.] 
The State Convention of the American 
party convened in Pioreer Hall this morn- 
ing at 10:30 o’clock. There were not many 
delegates in attendance as compared with 
the regular party conventfons, and not half 
a hundred spectators were present when 
Temporary Chairman Garnett called the 
convention to order. The chairman an- 
nounced that his hearing was so defective 
that he could not hear what was said on the 
floor, and he would therefore call A. Dag- 
gett of Tulare to the chair. 

Tbe Committee on Credentials was then 
called upon for its report, but was not pre- 
pared to submit it, and asked for further 
time in which to complete it. 

While waiting for the action of the com- 
mittee, the chair was called upon for a 
speech, to which he responded by proceed- 
ing to eulogize the American party and its 
principles. He said there were plenty of 
Republicans and Democrats who believed 
in those principles, but when called upon 
to cast their ballots for candidates of the 
American party, they almost invariably say 
that they do not desire to throw away their 
votes. The speaker scouted the idea 
that voting the American ticket was 
to squander the vote, for he believed that 
the party would-soon come iato power, be- 
cause the movement meant home rule for 
America. He declared that unless the 
American party did become a power in the 
land, it would uot be long before it would 
be dangerous for Americans to assemble 
and advocate the doctrine of Amcrica for 
the Americans. The action of the Lezgis- 
ture of the State of Illinois in refusing to 
permit the organization and arming of in- 
dependent military companies after the ex- 
perience of Chicago with Anarchists was re- 
ferred to as proof of the correctness of his 
assertion. If matters progressed as they 
were doing now, the time would soon come 
when a collection of three Americans 
would not be allowed to stand on the streets 
and discuss public questions. The state of 
public affairs would not then permit such 
freedom of speech, and police regulations 
would be used to repress it. 

Mr. Daggett’s remarks were greeted with 

lause. 

P. D. Wigginton was called on for a 
speech, but declined, and moved that the 
Committee on Resolutions and Platform be 


.given until 8 o’clock this afternoon to finish 


their work. 

E. M. Norton of Sonoma, opposed the mo 
tion and wanted to rush the platform 
through ina hurry. , 

Mr. Glover of Los Angeles became sar- 
castic, and said that if there were delegates 
present who could not afford to stay and 
complete the work of the convention, he 
would propose to take up a collection and 
pay them for their time. He said the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican delegates had gone 
to St Louis and Chicago and remained 
drunk for a week, and had adopted a plat- 
formand made nominations at the same 
time. He thought the American party con- 
vention ought to be able to devote the time 
necessary to perferm the duty before them 
properly. 

After considerable discussion, in which 
Norton of Sonoma thought he discovered a 
nigger in the fence ina motion to adjourn 
to 5o’clock to enable the young men to be 
present who were busy during the day, the 
objectionable motion was withdrawn. ~ 

The Committee on Credentials then re- 
ported in favor of admitting delegates from 
the various counties and districts to seats in 
the convention. The report also recom- 
mended the election of the following per- 
manent officers: P. D. Wigginton, chair- 
man; A. Daggett and 8S. Solon Hall, vice- 
presidents; J. R. Robinson and Dr. C. L. 
Tisdale, secretaries; W. P. Cole, treasurer. 
The report was unanimously adopted and 
Chairman Wigginton took the chair. 

He proceeded to make a set speech, in 
which he declared that by reason of the 
fact that the American party had appealed 
to the two great political parties for recog- 
nition fm vain, the time had come when the 
“American party must be putin the field” 
to the end that bossism, as it fourishes at 
the present time, by the aid of “servile 
masses” from foreign lands, may be put 
down. 

The chairman’s remarks were enthusi- 
astically applauded, as was also his state- 
ment that this was the first political con- 
vention in the history of the country that 
could do- without a sergeant-at-arms.

On 
taking the chair Winans briefly addressed 
the convention, returning thanks for the 
high honor conferred on him and stating 
that the object of the gathering was to de- 
vise ways and means to defeat the enemy 
of our public institutions. 

Congressman Tarpey of Michigan, chair- 
manof the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization, made the report of that commit- 
tee and submitted a constitution for the 
National Association of Democratic Clubs. 
The plan proposed was for the selection of 
a president, one vice-president frem each 
State and Territory, one secretary and one 
treasurer. 

The following names were recommended 
tor office in the association: President, 
Hon. Chauncey F. Black of Pennsylvania;

The constitution states that the object is 
to foster the formation of permanent Dem- 
cratic clubs: and societies in the United 
States, to insure active codperation in the 
dissemination of Jeffersonian principles of 
government, to preserve the Constitution of 
the United States, the autonomy of States, 
resist revolutionary changes, the central- 
ization of power, and the appropriation of 
public moneys for .otber than purposes of 
the Government, economically adminis- 
tered; to oppose commercial restrictions for 
the benefit of the few to the cost of the 
many. The affairs of the association are to 
be managed by a general committee of four 
from each State and Territory,with the of- 
ficers of the association. A convention of 
the association shall be held every four 
years, subsequént to the National Demo- 
cratic Convention, anda two-thirds vote of 
the general committee shall call a special 
meeting. 

The constitution was unanimously 
adopted. A call of States was made for the 
selection of vice-presidents and members 
of the general committee, and the selections 
were ratified by the convention. 

Mr. Fiattery of Massachusetts offered a 
resolution declaring that the convention of 
Democratic Clubs protests aganst tyranny 
and oppression wherever they exist; 
declaring further that itis in favor of the 
success of the Irish struggle for home rule 
in Ireland. The resolution was adopted 
amid applause. 

The Committee on Resolutions was then 
called upon, and the chairman reported 
that the majority did not think it would be 
expedient to report on the Chinese resolu- 
tion of the St. Louis platform. It was 
stated that there was a minority report on 
the Chinese resolution. 

Willis of Kentucky moved the adoption 
of the majority report. It was adopted,

WATHAWKER’ TELLS WHAT BE 
KNOWS OF HARRISON. 


Interesting Facts of Kecent Indiana 
Political History—Those Indiana 
Workinemen — Karly Campaign 
Poetry —Political Points. 


{Oakland Enq :irer.] 

There is nobody living in Oakland 
who knows Gen. Harrison better than 
Col. J. Woodard—perlaps there is 
bo one else who is so weil acquainted 
with him. An Enquirer reporter, wo 
ealled upon the gentleman for his reim- 
jniscences, had to do but very little 
questioning to induce “Juyhawker * to 
tulk. fer be wes full of the subject. 
‘ihe fc llowing is the substance of what 
he said: 

“] bave that friends of 
Ger. Harrison always preface any men- 
tion of hith with the statement that he 
isa descendant of an illustrious sol- 


dtr ot the time ef Cromwell, and then] 


jullowing the hwe down through a 
signer of the Decleration of Independ- 
ence to bis grandfather, William Henry 
Barrison, a great soldier, Governor, 


Congressman and President of 


United States. While I have nodoubt 
but that Gen. Harrison has a proper 
feeling of pride in the character and 
fume of his iliustrious aucestors, | can 
say from a somewhat intimate ac- 
quaintance of over 25 years with bim 
inat his character and standin. .betore 
the American people today is due en- 
tirely and wholly to his own ability 
and merits. Gen. Harrison is not a 
creature of accident, but a man who 
hes made the bestwuse of every ‘talent 
which the wise Master has bestowed 
upon him. 

“The military history of Gen. Harri- 
son is familiar to all. He left an hon- 
orable and lucrative office early in the 
period of the great Civil Wag, and en- 
tered the army of the Republic. When 
he eulisted he knew that the Constitu- 
tion of Indiana prohibited bis holding 
two offices at the same time. His civil 
office led to honors and reward. His 
nnilitary office led to duty to his Govern- 
ment, to privations, dangers and per- 
haps to death, or, worse yet, a cripple 
for life. There was but one path for 
bim, that of patriotic duty, and he en- 
tered upon it, and loyally and bravely 
did he follow it until the duty was 
done. When the courts were ousting 
him from his civil office, but before the 
news of its consummation had reached 
the front, I spoke to him of the case, 
and he then told me they wére bound 
te declare bis office vacant, but that he 
would not Jeave the army for any poli- 
tical office in the gift of the peopie of 
Indiana. 

“What heroic acts he might have 
performed a8 an. army commander we 
need not speculate upon. In an army 
of more than a million, with thousands 
of gallant colonels of volunteers all 
oversbadowed by West Point, there 
was but little chance for any colonel 
who was commissioned in 1862 to make 
any great mark. It is enough that he 
did well every duty imposed upon him. 

* Fo. twenty years previous to my 
coming to California I lived tear Gen. 
Harrison in Indianavolis, and durio 
almost all of that time I was a politica 


correspondent of a Democratic news- | 


paper. During those years Gen. Har- 
vison was an active and couspicuous 
member of his political party. and his 
opponents Look especiai care to investi- 
gate his whole personal and political 
record, and the most careful search 
tailed to discover the slightest spot or 
stain upon his character. Remember, 
he was born within 100 miles of his 
home; that his whole life has 

en spent in that neighborhood, and 
every one of his neiglbors, friends and 
enemies know all of his outgoings and 
incomings. With allof this knowledge 
it has never been asserted that he ever 
told a lie, broke a promise or deceived 
any person. Ihave never known an- 
other man of such positive character 
whese lite bas been so absolutely 
blameless. 

‘In 1876 Gen. Harrison stood at the 
bead ot the jega} profession in Indiana. 
In that year the Bepublican State Con- 
vention nominated as its candidate for 
Governor Hon. G. S. Orth, then our 
Minister to Austria. Mr. Orth re- 


. Signed his mission and came home and 


entered upon the canvass. The Demo- 
crats had nominated their Vice-Presi- 
dential candidate, Hon. Thomas A. 
Hendricks, who was not only their 
greatest leader in the State, but who 
was a man of blameless hfe, and 
withal very popular with everybody in 
knew him. He had 

een elected in 1872, when all 
the rest of his tieket Wes defeated. end 
when the State gave Grant a majority 
of over 6000.” 

“Shortly after the nomination of Mr. 
Orth some of the Republican papers 
began to ridicule the dress of jis com- 
petitor, Hon. James D. Williams, and 
the resuit of these attacks was to en- 
dear the kind-hearted old man to all 
fuir minded people” A few weeks be- 
fore the election two of the leading 
Republican papers in the State openly 


charged Mr. Orth with complicity in| 


the making of certain fraudulent 
slaims against the Government of Ven- 
ezuclia. Mr. Orth never denied the 
sbarges, aud the result was that just 
wo weeks before the election the State 
Ceutral Committee, heade@ by Hon. J. 
W. Foster, whose paper made the 


_ gharges, removed Mr. Orth and placed 


Gen. Harrison on the ticket without 
even consulting him. Te was then in 
the mer eg as a speaker, and with- 
out notice he became the head of his 
ticket in the State. Though he ran 
1300 votes ahead of the ticket, the 
Democrats carried the State on na- 
tional and State tickets. 
“It was in the campaign that the 
Democrats, in retaliation for the slurs 
upon their candidate, called Gen. Har- 
rison an ‘aristocrat’ and the ‘kid- 
gioved. candidate.’ The same walking 
“delegates of the Democratic Labor 
party who are now opposed him as an 
enemy of labor were opposing him then 
as they werein 1880. Ihave known 
these self-styled representatives of the 
ULsbor party for years, and when I read 
their manifestoes to the Chicago Con- 
vention I recognized them as men who 
were active Democrats when they did 
their first labor in organizing the Labor 
arty, and the only work they ever did 
in their lives was of the ballot-box stuf- 
fing or robbing kind. But I noticed that 
the manifestoes did not contain the 
tames of two eminent labor agitators 
who were prominent in their opposi- 
tion to Gen. Larrison in 1876, 1880 and 
1886. 1 know why their voices were 


“silent. One of them, Mr. Bernham- 


mer, 13 in the penitentiary serving out 
a term imposed because be was con- 
victed of tally-sheet forgery in 
the election of 1886, while his co- 
patriot, Hon. Sim Coy, is in the In- 
dianapolis jail for the same offense. 
Both are Democrats. Coy being a com- 
mitteeruan. And yet in 1886 the State 
of Tiidiana\gave a majority for the Re- 
publican State ticket, and elected a 
majority of the Lower House of the 
Legislature, on the squure issue of the 
return of Gen. Harrison to the Senate. 
But for the fact that under a Demo- 
cratic 'gerrymander, a majority of \the 
holdover Senators were Democrats, he 
would have been returned; as it was, 
he was defeated by only two votes. 


“As to the legislative record of Gen, 


Harrison, I can only say that it is an | 
open book for all the world to read. 
The campaigning student can study it 
for himself. He represents the ideas 
of his party as expressed in the national 
platform, and if any voter approves 
the Republican platform, I can assure 
him that Gen. Harrison, if elected, 
will do all that a President can do to 
carry out the promises therein made.”
